DOMINICK NUCCIO^ an LCN merober, referred to as 
"ERCOLE LIBERTORE^" "JOE DELANO, v " and "LIBBY" / , does not re- 
main in thè Chicago Division during thè winter months , but 
travels to Florida. 

DOMINICK NUCCIO was arrested on numerous occasions 
between January 6, 1918 and Aprii, 1949. Most of thè arrests 
v/ere on generai principles with thè exception of two arrests: 
arrested on December 16, 1919, on assault to commit murder - 
case reversed, and arrested on October 11, 1939, for thè 
murder of JOSEPH ADDUCCI - case was noli processed. No 
criminal file exists for DOMINICK NUCCIO at FBI Identifica¬ 
tion Division.
